in the preservation of barn manures the 
authority quoted says that it is safer in 
estimanng its fertilizing value ro'cal- 
culawi at: about one-half the above per- 
centages given. Estimating its valne in 
this way, 6 tons of barn manure per 
acre would furnish to the com 30 
pounds of nitrogen, 19.2 pounds of 
phosphoric ucm (total) and 25. 8 pounds 
of poiash. 


Enough nitrogen has been supplied in 


the bam manure to meet the ordinary 
demands of the plant and to furnish 
•wbieto in the form of nitrate of soda 
•would require about 200 pounds. 


It will be noticed, that there is a defi- 


ciency in the other two elements — phos- 
phoric acid and potash. These may 
properly be supplied by commercial fer- 
tilizers. To furnish the 6 to 19 pounds 
of additional phosphoric acid required, 
apply 'dissolved phosphate rock at tho 
rate of from 50 to 100 pounds per acre. 
To supply the additional 25 to 50 
pounds of potash, apply muriate of pot- 
ash at the rate of 50 to 100 pounds per 
acre. 


The chemical fertilizer had better be 


applied in the drill It is needed where 
it will be quietly available for the 
plants' use, so tnat when growth com- 
mences the easily digested food is near 
at hand. If sown broadcast, though it 
is true the plane would probably get 
nearly all of it during the season, 
it would not get it at the time when 
most urgently in need. 


We -would emphasize the importance 


of most thorough tillage in connection 
with the -use of fertilizers. What tho 
plant ordinarily needs is more moisture 
instead of more plant food. By frequent 
shallow surface culture moisture is not 
only conserved for the plant, but poten- 
tial plant food is made available. 


The Biding; Flow. 


The merits of the tiding plow are the 


subject- of comment by an Iowa Home- 
stead correspondent He writes: 


Just why a man should *use a walking 


plow is one of those things I have never 
been able to find out. I never saw as 
good work done with a walker, either 
021 stubble or stalk ground. The stalks 
are not turned under, and the stubble 
shows between, every furrow. A riding 
plow turns the furrow over entirely, so

Tlie Disk Barrow. 


A correspondent of the Denver Field 


and Farm writes: "Too much reliance 
is placed in this western country on the 
disk harrow as a substitute for the plow. 
TKorp. is T»O imnlement more useful than 
the disk harrow, but its place is to cut 
up the sod and render the soil fine after 
the laud has been plowed, but farmers 
frequently use the disk harrow for pre- 
paring stubble land for grain, leaving 
out plowing altogether. There is some- 
thing more in plowing than simply 
loosening the surface for seed. When 
land is plowed, it holds more moisture, 
absorbs warmth rapidly and permits of 
greater feeding capacity for plants.'' 


Here and There. 
; 


According to The American Agricul- 


turist, in such western states as Kansax, 
Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, etc., 
a disposition prevails to pack only a 
sufficient quantity of corn and tomatoes 
to cover actual requirements of each 
packer in operation. There is, however, 
an effovfc to materially increase the out- 
put, of peqs. 


In Nebraska the improved machinery 


and methods have greatly reduced the 
cost of sugar beets on cars for shipment 
to the factory. 


Diversified farming is receiving more 


attention in Michigan. Interest in small 
fraita it; increasing.

Tho now 
substancij is called formalin, a watery 
solution of a gas, not very expensive, 
aud it is rapidly coining into favor a.-, 
an antiseptic, so that ir is likely to be- 
come still cheaper and better known. Il 
is sold by thu fluid ounce, and can be 
obtained at most drug stores.

He held out 
daring the bombardment, which lasted 
two days and which reduced the fort to 
nnufe. Ho v>as then allowed to evacuate 
with the honors of war. President Lin- 
coln promoted him for his bravery to 
the ratik of brigadier general. Ill health 
compelled him to retire to civil life 111 
1S61.

tight, nse (S pounds copper snlphuto. 4 
pounds of limo and 40 gallons of water. 
Fix in memory the figures G-4-40, and 
you have it. In making, always use 
wooden vessels. Into one put 4 gallons 
of water and suspend ill it, in a eoaise 
bag, 
near the surface, 6 pounds of cop- 


per sulphate- Into the other put tho 4 
pounds of lime (newly burned, not un- 
slaked) and slake it by pouring in a 
little water. Keep it stirred about m 
the water, and when it warms up and 
begins to crumble, pour in more water 
jind stir briskly and do not allow it, to 
dry slake, or its usefuluss will be de- 
stroyed. When slaked, add enough wa- 
ter to make 4 gallons in all. Caiefnl 
experiments show that the best way to 
get theso two ingredients together, so 
that a perfect chemical union will take 
place, is to pour them in two streams 
together into a barrel, stirring briskly 
all tho while. Coutinne to stir until tho 
mixture shows a uniform dark blue 
color. Before applying add 32 gallons 
of water. It may be left iii its strong 
state and diluted as needed, adding 
'our parts of water to one part of the 
mixture. 


Tho bordeaux is effective against 


nearly all plant diseases of a fungous 
nature. But ifc must be remembered 
that fungi quickly enter the tissues and 
spread insido the plant. A fungicide 
cannot do this. It if effective only on 
the surface and for this reason must ho 
ou the leaf or fruit about ae soon as the 
spore's of the fuugi, or even before. 
It 


is, in fact, chiefly useful as a preventive 
of disease. As foliage develops rapidly 
in the spring, the new growth must bo 
coated with tho protective mixture. 
After heavy lains tho spraying must be 
repeated. 


Iu spiayiug for biting and chewing 


insects, as well as for fungi, it is a good 
plan to add 4 ounces of pans green to 
40 or 50 gallons of bordeaux. When the 
bordeaux is not used. 4 ounces of the 
poisou should be diluted with 60 or 7."i 
gallons of water. In applying the weak- 
est solution to peaches or nectarines a 
quart of thick milk cf lime (limo wash) 
should be added.

Home Mixingr of l\.TtiU»seM. 


Prom the Connecticut, New Jersey 


and Rhode Island stations come report^ 
of home mixing of fertilizers by farmers 
in these states, with results showing 
large saving ill the cost of fertilizers. 
Tho Ohio station, in a bulletin on fer- 
tilizers, endeavors to convince doubters 
that the homo mixing bugbear is a 
myth. It says: 


Wo do not advise any farmer to un- 


dertake treatment with acid; that does 
reqniui bpecvJ appliances and special 
knowledge; but there is no occasion for 
doing this, as the materials can be 
bought at fair prices, already treated 
with acid. The mixing may be done 
with a shovel on a tight floor, but m 
our work we have found it to be a more 
satisfactory way to mix in a revolving 
churn having slats across the inside. 
If a largo churn of this kind can bo 
found secondhand, it will be just tho 
thing for ordinary form mixing; if not, 
a box may be mado to roUito 011 the 
same piinciple. 


A Remarkable Fact. 


One of the remarkable facts shown 


by tho f-tatisticul tables in farmers' 
bulletin No. 52 on the sugar beet, is- 
sued by tlie United States department 
of agriculture, is found in tho informa- 
tion they contain, showing that tho 
sugar bei't ius bceu .ible «oi demand to 
supply the i raiarknblo deficiency in tho 
world'": bngar crop produced by the Cu- 
ban war. In three yeais the supply of 
sugar fmuishcd by that, island has fall 
en from 1,000,000 to about 100.000 
tons, and yet theio hn-; been no appre- 
ciable deficit: noticed in the total sugar 
production of the world.

and Placed in Jail.

Thomas K. Wllkius, the well-known 


insurance and 3oan agent, of this 
city, was indicted yesterday by the 
grand jury en three separate charges 
of forgery. He was arrested last 
evening and locked up in the county 
jail. He will linger there, lamenting 
his unlawful acts, until he shall be 
brought before the court of justice 
and a jury shall have weighed the 
evidence against him and pronounced 
him innccsnt or guilty. His friends, 
however, fear that he will be unable 
to establish his innocence, as the evi- 
dence, against him seems to be too 
strong for contradiction. 


Mr. Wilkins is a man who has held 


more than one responsible position In 
this community, and who, during his 
business career, baa made considerable 
money. For several years he was the 
agent here for the Connecticut school 
fund and did a big loan buslnefs, but 
like many other men he had a 
weakness. The thirst for liquor was 
stronger than was his self will or 
moral courage 
His cravings for 


drink caused him to become de 
bauched. Business he neglected, and 
accordingly, after a time, be was in 
need of money. He was relieved of 
the agency of the Connecticut school 
fund, and rapidly reverses seemed to 
follow. When he could not obtain 
money enough, by legitimate methods 
to enable Mm to lead the life he was 
living, he resorted to more desperate 
means, and the results are that he 


ill be tried before a court of justice, 


and, 
from the present indications, 


will be pronounced a criminal. It is 
only Che old story repeated. An ap 
petite for 'drink controlled both his 
moral and 'physical courage. When 
arrested he was unable to give the 
required ball and Is confined in the 
jail with, men whose morals and 
whose presence among men were 
a menace and an Injury to society. 


The first Indictment is for forging 


the name of John M. Cratty, a farm- 
er living near Gamer, to a $1,500 
mortgage and coupon note. Twenty 
two different counts are contained in 
the indictment, eleven of them 
charging counterfeiting and forgery, 
and eleven charging him with utter- 
Ing and pobliehlng a forged docu 
ment. 


The note contained ten coupons, 


and was payable five years from its 
date, Much 13, 1897. 


The second Indictment contained 


two counter charges that he did forge 
and counterfeit a certain mortgage 
deed, Iff which John H. Oratty and 
Sarah M. Cratty, for a consideration 
of 11,500 from the Connecticut Hu 
tnal Life Insurance Go , did transfer 
80 acres In Sugar Creek township to 
the Connecticut Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company. The deed was given 
to secure the payment of the forged 
note of €1,500 
Should the note be 


paid at any time on or before the date 
it was due, tt stated in the deed, the 
mortgagedead became void. 


The deed was drawn April 17,1897, 


and sworn to by T. K. Wilkins, no- 
tary public. 


It is claimed that to make the pa- 


per appear more genuine, he marked 
she moriiKage aeed as fiied and forged 
ihe name ot recorder Harrod to a 
statement certifying that the deed 
had been duly filed and recorded.

of $1,500, made payable to Bronson 
E. Buchanan, and to be charged to

P. Morgan & Co., of New York, and 
Winfleld Miller, agent ot the com- 
pany at Indianapolis. 


Buchanan is a farmer living in 


lichland township, and the owner of 
an eighty-acre farm. It was Incura- 
>ered by two mortgages of $1,000 and 
1500 each. He cams to Mr. Wilklas, 
aid he desired to have but one mort- 
gage on the farm, and applied for a 
pan of $1,500 from the Connecticut 
Life Insurance Co. This was secured 
and a bill of exchange for there- 
aired amount, payable to Bronson 
S. Buchanan, was sent to Wilkins. 
Wilkins forged the indorsement by 
writing Buchanan's name on the 
back of the exchange and drew the 
money. $1,000 was paid to Buchanan 
and one of the mortgages was lifted 
aod replaced by one to the Connect!- 
nt Life Insurance Co. 
The discovery of the fraudulent act* 


was made by Winfleld Miller, who, a 
aw weeks ago, was in the city inves- 
igating a loan which Mr. Wilkins 
was negotiating. Investigation was 
at once began and the forgerle* were 
Discovered. The caae it a pitiable 
ne. Mr. Wilkins has a charming 
wife and a lovely little child about a 
ear aad a calf old, »od upon them 
his punishment will fall with as great 
pain aa it will upon Mr. Wilkins him 
elf. It is to be faoped that the trial 
hat follows may prove him Innocent, 
ut at present It appears that justice 
ntheconrta will find in bin a vio- 
ator of the criminal statutes.

PROMINENT CITIZEN. 


Garrett Wjkoff Dies at His Borne on 


Xorth Tanner Street. 


Deeeand Was » BMldoat of Lima for 


Forty-five Ye»r»-Faner»l to b» H«fd 
Bonday Af Umoon. 


Garrett Wykoff, one of Lima's most 


prominent citizens, died at his home, 
133 north Tanner street, at 9:32 
o'clock last night, his death resulting 
from stomach and liver trouble, from 
which he had suffered five weeks' 
illness. 


The deceased was born in Butler 


county, O., July 21, 1831, and was 
one of a family of nine children. 
His father, Bulef Wykoff, was a na- 
tive of New Jersey, born in 1796, and 
settled in Butler county, O., when 23 
years of age. Garrett Wykoft, who 
was the youngest son, was educated 
In his native county, and there also 
learned the trade of blacksmith 
He came to this city in 1852 and 
opened a shop where he manufactured 
wagons and did blacksmithing. He 
also bought and sold real estate, and 
was a very prosperous and successful 
business man and acquired a large 
estate. For the past twelve or four- 
ieen years he lived a retired life, at- 
tending only to his own real estate. 
He was married in 1351 and his bride 
was Miss Anna Strayley, who sur- 
vives him. He leaves no children 
xcept his adopted son, Harry Egghu- 
ion. 


Mr. Wykoff was a promiment mem- 


>er of the local Odd Fellows and 
Masonic orders, and the funeral ser- 
vices will be conducted bv Lima 


lodge 205, F. & A. M. The "cortege j 


wiii jeave me residence at 2 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon and the escort will 
be the Knights Templars of Shawnee 
Commandery No. 14. Bev. Waters 
will deliver the memorial address in 
Trinity church at 2:30 o'clock and the 
remains will be interred in Woodlawn 
cemetery. 


The grand jury, after being in ses-
